Home Still Also Counted Out.

From $8 to $15 
a galion for port, sherry, and muscatel 
were yesterday's quotations. Last 
year $4 to $6 a gallon were the pre- 
vailing prices. This year, the legger 
seems to lay off the old stall of “ sac- 
ramental wine” and sell it for what 
it is.

U. S. Attorney Also Jabs 


at New Prison Plans. 


Why a bond issue for a new jal 
when Frankie Lake and Terry Drug- 
gan now have “ Blackstone” accom- 
modations in the present one? This 
was the persistent query yesterday of 
District Attorney Edwin <A. Olson, 
speaking at a luncheon of the Irish 
Fellowship club at Hotel Morrison. 

Then the district attorney proceeded 
to answer his query. 

“During the last few days,” he 
pointed out, “we have been informed 
by the press that Lake and Druggan 
are occupying most sumptuous quar- 
ters in the Cook county jail—snowy 
white linens in two nice rooms on the 
top floor, overlooking the lake. 

“We have incarcerated a lot of ram 
dealers in different county jails in 
northern Illinois, and have sent a lot 
of brewers to the House of Correction, 
giving them a chance to brew perspira- 
tion instead of beer. During this 
period newspapers have published ar- 
ticles charging that the prisoners were 
allowed to leave to visit their families 
and attend to other errands.” 

“Pest Hole,” Prisoners Say. 

While admitting there was no proof 
of these charges, the speaker -main- 
tained that with so much smoke there 
must be some fire. 

As a safeguard against too much 
leniency for Lake and Druggan, they 
had been sent, Mr. Olson declared, “ to 
the county jail, because we know 
Warden Westbrook, and he sees to it 
that men under his charge are not in 
and out of jail.” 

During the last month, according to 
the district attorney, Lake and Drug- 
gan have “ prevailed upon every poli- 
ticilan, business man, representative in 
the legislature, state senator, wet or 
dry, and congressman who would lis- 
ten to them, to write, telegraph, and 
telephone Washington that the Cook 
county jail was such an impossible 
pest hole that unless they were at once 
removed to some other jaf hey could 
not long survive.” 

As a result, Mr. Olson said, the su- 
perintendent of the federal department 
of prisons came post haste to Chi- 
cago, fearing that both prisoners 
would be dead before he arrived. He 
found Lake and Druggan had the 
usual jail accommodations granted to 
lawbreakers. 


Points to Contrast. 


“Gn the same page in the same 
newspapers we were informed that 
leading citizens of Chicago had made 
an extensive investigation of the jail 
and reported it is unfit for human 
habitation and ought to be supplanted 
at once by a new jail costing any- 
where from twenty to forty million 
dollars.” 

Before voting this bond issue, Mr. 
Olson suggested that the citizens of 
the county, “already loaded down 
with a debt estimated at $1,500 per 
family,” visit Lake and Druggan. 

“If prisoners can be afforded Black- 
stone accommodations in the present 
structure,” he maintained, “ common 
sense would suggest that we at least 
stop the present crime wave before wé 
vote for any bond issues to furnish st 
perior accommodations for criminals.”

Applied for Writ. 

Mr. McCarthy had applied - three 
weeks ago to Judge David for a man- 
damus writ compelling the mayor to 
issue a license permitting Heit te con- 
duct a soft drink parlor. The judge 
refused to entertain the application 
until the lawyer made a demand on 
Mayor Dever personally for a Te 
of the plea. 

Attorney McCarthy appeared ital 
Judge David again yesterday and said 
the mayor had refused to permit Heit’s 
side of the case to be heard, calling in 
only his police witnesses. This, the at- 
torney asserted, was directly coygtrary 
to the statute. 

“The mayor,” Mr. McCarthy told 
Judge David, “ refused to permit me to | 
be present when the matter was dis- 
cussed, and he refused to hear Heit’s 
testimony. Heit has no’ connection 
with the former owners of the place, as 
is charged by the police, and he can 
readily prove it.” ,

The admiral invited 
us to kneel on silk cushions Then a 
tiny table of lacquer was placed in 
front of each of us by very pretty 
geisha girls assigned to serve and en- 
tertain us. All of them were demure, 
ebarming, laughing-eyed, 16 year old 
maidens. Each time one of them 
brought in another course she would 
kneel down on the floor, bow and touch 
her forehead to the matting. Kach 
geisha devotes herself excusively to 
the gentleman whom she has been as 
signed to wait upon, removes the vari- 
ous courses, brings others, lights his 
cigarets as he reclines on his cushion, 
fills his little cup with warm saké, and 
initiates him into the mystery of using 
chopsticks. ) 

“The admiral nad ordered nothing 
but Japanese food, but we were too 
busy fiddling with our chop-sticks to 
bother about what we were eating. 
Just try eating rice with two knitting 
needles and you will know what it’s 


like. 
Introduced to Saké. 


“Saké was another thing we knew 
nothing about until we arrived here, 
It seems to be served everywhere and 
flows almost as freely as water. It is 
a light white wine made from rice, and 
instead of serving it im a pail of ice 
they put it on the stove and heat it. 
Japan surely is a topsy-turvy land. Or 
is it that we are.the funmy ones? Not 
only do the Japanese drink their wine 
hot instead of cold, take scalding hot 
baths inetead of cold ones, and read 
and write from right to left, but we 
noticed up at Hitokappu that the sail- 
ors on their destroyers would beach

“When we alighted from the train 
it jooked as though there were a hun-

playing, shall be fined not exceeding $100 and not 
less than $10.”

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POSTURAL. DEFORMITIES. 

N all probability more than 90 per 
cent of all adults are physically in- 
efficient In some degree because of 
postural deformities. Mxaminations 


of the fréshman class in Harvard univer- 


sity showed 70 to 80 per cent with some 
degree of postural! deformity. If there 
were 70 per cent so handicapped in a 
class of students in a university, the 
standards of health and physical devel- 
opment of which have been so widely 
published, we can be certain that the 
proportion is greater still among the 
rank and file. 

The word “deformity” is not used in 
the sense of monstrosity. The deformed 
now being written about are not candi- 
dates for the dime museum. In fact, 
most of them would be called normal by 
the average man. It takes a pot to call 
a kettle black. I imagine perfectly built 
athietes look with -derision on the 
twisted, misshapen bodies of their fellow 
men, whereas the ordinary man passes 
without noticing anything. The question 
is one of standards.

Here 
is the stunt and in many localities it’s 
been found a mighty good one not 
only for the birds but for the young: 


First, put the tree in a 
where winter birds will find it. Then 
proceed to “decorate” the bran hes 
of the tree with bits of suet, strings of 
peanuts, cranberries, crackers, old 
cookies, chunks of bread, or other food 
items. 


If you have saved any heads of sun- 
flowers string them on the tree, as the 
birds are keen fcr sunflower seeds. 
Grains or shelled nuts, oats, cracked 
corn, or other foods of this sort cannot 
be festooned on the tree, but it is 
possible to make small, flat trays of 
wood which can be hung from the 
branches and on these the grains can 
be placed, 

Bird lovers living in the country, 
where they have big yards or subur- 
banites who have the space can have 
all kinds of fun with this outdoor 
Christmas tree and it’s surprising how 
many feathered friends you can attract 
and keep around the house if an ample 
supply of food is provided for them. 
We know of one housewife who trims 
her tree with nothing but peanuts. the 
fat trimmings from beef steaks, and 
chunks of suet, and you should see 
the winter birds that she attracts with 
this cafeteria. 

When all is said and done it {s quite 
probable that winter feeding resylts 
in as much good as the putting out of 
nesting boxes in the spring. Heavy 
\snowstorms, or a combination sleet and 
| rain, followed by low temperatures, 
thins the ranks of birds in no small 
degree.

REATER stability was attained 
in the automobile dealer ranks 
in the last twelve months than 
in any other year in the history 

of the business, according to C. A. 
Vane, general manager of the National 
Automobile Dealers’ association. 

A powerful factor in imparting sta- 
bility to the dealer industry, according 
to Vane, has been the method of han- 
dling the used car situation all over the 
country. In September of this year, 
for the first time in the history of the 
business since the “ used car problem ” 
became acute, a majority of the dealers 
reporting to the association have been 
buying used automobiles for less than 
they are selling them for. This has 
been a reversal of the procedure prior 
to this year. Thousands of dealer. 
failures have been caused by overallow- 
ances on used cars. 


While there was a net loss of 5,000 
in the dealer population of the coun- 
try between September, 1923, and Sep- 
tember, 1924, this is not a condition 
that need alarm the public, the expert 
declares. There will be even further 
reductions in the survivors during 
1925, and it is estimated that the num- 
ber of dealers could be reduced 40 
per cent more, or to approximately 
256,000. 

Other factors that have contributed 
to the 1924 stability were the increas- 


ling demands for closed automobiles, 


making it a more nearly all-season 
business, and the increase in replace- 
ment vehicles.

- Poultry Unjust 


M ysterious_ Disease Said 
to Kill Birds Before 
They Can Be Sold. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Embargoes put on by state and city 
officials on the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts against the shipment of live 
chickens from the midwest poultry 
belt have thrown the entire poultry 
industry into such a chaotic condition 
that it will probably take many years 
for it to recover. 

Following an investigation of the 
entire situation, promiinent receivers, 
feeders, and dressers of poultry in Chi- 
cago condemn the embargoes as being 


unjust and unwarranted, Dr. Herman 
N. Bundesen, health commissioner, 
says the mysterious disease, so far as 
he is able to determine at the present 
time, is a veterinary and not a Health 
problem. He sees no reason for plac 
ing an embargo against the shipment 
of live poultry coming into Chicago. 


Detection Is Easy, 


In the first place, the disease is not 
believed to be communicable to man 
—no other poultry disease is transmis- 
sible to the human body. Medical 
authorities claim there is little or no 
danger that diseased birds will get to 
consumers, because the infection is so 
fatal the birds die within a few days 
and the carcass turns black within a 
short time after death, making detec- 
tion easy for the food inspectors who 
‘are sent out by the health department 
‘to keep a close watch on the unwhole- 
‘some food getting into the retail chan- 
bp of trade. 

' New York City was the first to issue 
an embargo, and was followed imme- 
diately by the states of New York’ and 
Maryland, Wilkesbarre, Pa., and Ho-

Scores of men in Chicago who have 
been investigating the disease claim 
they have not heard of any fowls being 
infected except chickens, and yet Calli- 
fornia’s embargo includes all of the 
common barnyard fowls found in the 
middle west. Another thing tndicated 
by preliminary investigation is that 
the disease is limited to young chick- 
ens; old hens seem to be immune to 
the infection. 

The disease was first heard of in 
Canada, startingiin the Canadian shows 
three years ago. A year later it was 
discovered in the New York poultry 
shows, and last year a few birds at the 
Chicago shows were thought to be af- 
fected by the peculiar ailment. Since 
that time the disease is thought to 
have sprung up in various parts of the 
middle west. 

The trouble began this fall when un- 
usua]) numbers of dead birds -were 
found in feeding batteries and in rail- 
way cars. Few reports have reached 
Chicago to indicate that the disease 
has appeared out in farm flocks except 
in a few instances, and in those cases 
the infection has apparently been car- 
ried to the flocks by show birds that 
have been in transit. 


Unraveling the Mystery. 


Investigations are now being made 
by various state agricultural colleges 
and the United States department of 
agriculture to see if the germ can be 
isolated and to find the cause of the 
disease. Some have referred to it as 
pneumonia; others as diphtheria, Can- 
adian flu, and cholera. 

“Infectious bronchitis’ was _ the 
term used by government experts in 
describing what they found in speci- 
mens of birds supposed to be sick with 
the mysterious disease, that had been 
sent from the middle west to Washing- 
ton, D. C., by Harrison F.. Jones, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Poultry, 
Butter and Egg association, Chicago. 

Telegrams in answer to Mr. Jones’

It was a few days ago that 
poultry men quit buying chickens for 
ten days, but replies to Mr. Jones’ 
questionnaire would indicate that 
many sections have not only escaped 
the disease but that even where it 
has caused some trouble local poultry- 
men see no re son for carrying out 
such a suggestion. | 


The disease has been reported at 
Lincoln, Ill, Huntington, Ind, Seort 
City, Kas., Garner, Ia, and Fremont 
and Omaha, Neb. at 

The effect of the eastern and far 
west embargo has already reached 
flock owners in the corn belt. During 
the last few days farmers with their 
wagons loaded with chickens have 


been sent back home by local buyers. 


Many local hucksters and poultry deal- 
ers have stopped buying, and where 
farmers are able to find a market for 
their surplus birds the price is low. 

The states embargoed shipped in 1923 
more than 8,000 carloads of live poul- 
try into New York City. This market 
is now closed to those states. 

In analyzing the situation from the 
information that could be gathered in 
a preliminary survey, coupled with the 
facts that have been known for several 
months, experienced men in the indus- 
try have come to the conclusion that 
the most serious trouble has passed. 


They point to many conditions that 


have added to the serious situation now 
confronting the industry. The season 
has been extremely unfavorable since 
last spring during hatching time. The 
late hatched birds this season are gen- 
erally low in vitality and are often 
found in poor condition, leaving them 


extremely susceptible to various sorts 
of infevtions, particularly to the new 
disease that is causing the calamity. 
The increase in the price of feed no 
doubt caused most farmers to decrease 
the amount of feed given to their 
flocks. Consequently, thousands of 
birds were hauled to market during 
the early part of the live poultry ship- 
ping season that should havé been kept 
on the farm. These low grade birds, 
while not necessarily sick, could not 
stand the handling they are given in 
commercial channels. In many cases 
they showed symptoms of the new mal- 
ady within four or five days after 
they were put in the feeding batteries

I know of one successful American play 
which ran in New York for over a year to capacity business, 
and there was nothing left of the original manuscript except the 
author’s name. )

Then it deserves all the vogue which it has achieved 
smartly dressed women. I am inclined to 
think, téo, that we have not seen the end of this 
fashion, and to the woman now assembling a Palm 
Beach wardrobe one would have no hesitation in 
recommending this wrap for the rainy days, which 
intrude even on that halcyon clime. One thing 
that to such extension of its career is the fact 
that several of the most celebrated Parisian design- 
ets have incorporated this coat in both suits and 
ensemble costumes designed for mid-season wear. 
Fortunately for us, the ensemble costume has 
gone adventuring. It has sought some new trails, 
and among these are to be mentioned the camel’s 
hair twill route. This material has all of a sudden 
sptung into the most spectacular prominence. It 
forms separate coats and some tailored frocks, but 
most of all it is impressed upon the ensemble. Here 
in this province it may appear either as frock or as 
accompanying coat. The latter treatment is much 
more uspal. However, one of the most interesting 
of mid-season models combines a two piece frock 
of natural camel’s hair twill in which, by the way, 
the upper section is made to simulate a waistcoat, 
with a coat of all over embroidery that imitates 
deftly the familiar leopard pelt. 
In fashion this year we all seem to be subscrib- 
ing to the old hymn, “ Ain’t Nature Grand?” Nat- 
ural colored kasha, for both frock and coats, is a 
fabric that cannot be overestimated.

Now the application of fur 
is so variable that it makes an April day look like 
quite a settled character In some of the newest 
models there is a great, deep collar of some pelt 
without a single other touch of fur. Still others 
concentrate this trimming upon the hem line and 
leave both collar and cuffs to their own attainments. 
We find strips of the pelt arranged vertically, and 
again we find them cut out into triangles and dia- 
mond-shaped pieces. As for the melon-shaped fur 
cuffs observed in this particular model, these con- 
tinue as fashionable as ever. 

I referred some time ago to the extensive use of 
covert cloth in the mid-season collections. This 
natural covert is employed with special emphasis 
in the ensemble costumes. For example, a frock of 
beige crepe de chine from Paris is topped by covert 
coat, and it is interesting to note that the latter is 
made with strong empire inference. In another of 
these dialogues of coat and frock both garments 
are made of the covert, and the kinship is still fur- 
ther asserted in the development of the two gar- 
ments.

Yet one is quite impressed by the number of © 
models, especiall “those designed for southern use, 
which sustain the familiar straight line vogue 
Some of these close down the front.and others fol- 
low the wrap around movement. The garments de- 
signed for wear with a special frock are also nota- 
bly of the straight line persuasion, and often they 
have nary a touch of fur. With the ensemble cos- 
tume such slim coats are oftenest.of seven-eighths 
length. Some are shorter than this, and still others 
come down to the hem of the frock. However, the 
seven-eighths depth is one which seems to have the 
universal sanction of fashion. 

As for the younger generation, it seems to have 
profited to the fullest extent by all the innovations 
of adult modes. The flared hem line, the original 
application of fur, the combination of materials— 
these are all as familiar to the kindergarten as to 
the tea dance. At the left we are showing two holi- 
day models for the girl of from 2 to 6, both distin- 
guished by some smart new juvenile touches. At 
the left comes a black velvet coat cut with full skirt, 
trimmed with a beaver collar, and banded—with 
especial fervor down the tops of the sleeves—in Rus- 
sian embroidery.

Mayor Appoints 


Music Commission 


By Edward Moore. 


UITE casually, and by no means noisily, a few lines of | 


type inserted themselves into the public press the 

other day briefly announcing a new departure in 

Chicago's music. They were to the effect that Mayor 
Dever had appointed the city’s first music and art com- 
mission. 

In a way there is a bit of a 
misnomer here, for the commission 
as at present constituted is con- 
cerned with jnusi¢, alone. Whether 
it will be later enlarged to take in 
representatives of painting, sculp- 
ture, and the other fine arta, or 
whether a new commission must 
be formed to work out its own 
ends in its own way, is wholly in 
the future. Just now it is music. 


Mayor Dever, it would seem, 
had given thought to make the 
commission as inclusive on that 
basis as possible. He named Fred- 
erick Stock and Horace Oakley to 
represent the Chicago Symphony 
orchestra; Samuel kInsull and 
Charies D. Isaacson, for the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera; John Alden Car- 
penter and Herbert E. Hyde, for 
the Civic Music association; Mrs. 
Marx E. Oberndorfer, for the music clubs; the musica! critics 
of the Chicago daily newspapers, and a representative from 
each of the four musical publications, two of which are 
published here and two in New York. 


That such 4 commission has extraordinary possibilities 
is hardly subject to argument. It is something that the city 
for the first time in its history takes official cognizance of 
music, every year a greater and more widespread item in 
the city’s activities. It is something more that the corr 
mission should already have received the hearty indorsement 
of the Chicago Federation of Musicians and at least one of 
the more important music trades organizations, for with 
these music is something more than a mere ornamentai 
appendage to life, 

The new commission will naturally work for the recog- 
nition, development, and support of the musical activities 
already existing in the city—the orchestra, the opera, the 
host of concerts and recitals everywhere to be found. It 
will also seek to extend music in directions where it does not 
now prevail 

- * 


Thinking of the Foreign Born. 

Mayor Dever spoke feelingly of the hundreds of thon- 
sands of foreign born residents of Chicago, residents whose 
norma] manner of life has to a certain extent been checked 
and repressed by the country’s laws. This would seem to 
be a diplomatic figure of speech for the eighteenth amend 
ment to the federa] constitution, although the mayor did not 
so name it. For these, he suggested, music offers a wide 
field. 

It is somewhat too early to predict in just what direction 
the new commission will begin to function. Some of its plans 
are being formulated while these words are being written 
But its chances for the future are such as to make its

EW YORK.—({Specital Correspondence.J—The Actors’ 
theater, which used to be called the Equity, bas stirred 
up a bit of a sensation in these dull Broadway days 
by producing Bernard Shaw’s “Candida” a Uttie bet- 

ter than it ever has been produced before in America. 

Katherine Cornell is the actress playing the role. There 
have been three others in my play- 
going experience— Dorothy Don- 
nelly, Hilda Spong, and Ellen Von 
Volkenburg. But none of them is 
her equal. She is; I am convinced 
afresh, the most promising of the 
younger Americans headed for 
stelJar honors and fame. And ap- 
parently she is sane enough to 
proceed siowly. Which may be 
because she is a true daughter of 
the theater and knows the tricks 
it plays the too ambitious. 

In a way this is a sort of an- 
niversary revival for “Candida.” 
Nineteen years back, three young 
fellows of the theater got together 
and decided it should be done. In 
London the censor had forbidden 
the play’s production, and ovar 
here Mansfield, after putting it in 
rehearsal, withdrew it. Not be- 
cause he was afraid it was too advanced, but because even 
then he was getting a bit beyond the part of the 18 year 
old Marchbanks. 

The three lads interested were Arnold Daly, Dodson 
Mitchell, and Winchell Smith. Smith was the only one who 
had any. money, and his capital was well within a $500 limit. 
Daly, as I recall it, pawned his life insurance to make up 
his bit. 

They phoned Miss Donnelly, who was never in such 
demand tn those days that she could not afford to take a 
chance with a co6perative venture. She read the part, and 
was keen to try it. 

As it turned out, “Candida” was a hit. The town’s 
intellectuals flocked to it, and jt ran im an obscure, side 
street theater for many.monthe, Afterward it was toured 
successfully. Periodically since.then it has been revived, 
usually with Daly as Marchbanks and Mitchell as Morell.

Reversing the Usual Order. 

This combination always tended to present Morell as a 
booming ass type of clergyman who naturally threw sym- 
pathy to Marchbanks, the hysterical young poet the Morells 
had taken into their home and who promptly had fallen in 
love with Candida, its mistress. 

With Morell made over in the handsome, romantic per- 
gon of De Cordoba, the balance of the story is considerably 
changed. Morell holds his own in sympathy, and March- 
banks becomes a wild young radical who richly deserves 
kicking out. 

But it is all done with effective consistency. Miss Cor- 
nell’s Candida is wondrously feminized and sympathetic. 
Representing the first group of emancipated ladies in the 
drama, it may be she is here made & trifle sentimental But 
I like her so. She is much more understandable. When she

Popular Falacy. 

The correct, size to use depends on 
the wave ilength band you wish to 
cover and the size of the inductance 
that is used in your set. A popular 
falacy is that “if a twenty-three plate 


plate condenser should be much bet- 
ter, because it has more plates.” Ina 
receiver where the entire wave length 
band can be covered with a .0005 mfd. 
condenser, the exchange for a forty- 
three plate condenser will accomplish 
nothing, but crowd all of the stations 
im together on the lower half of the 
condenser dial.

MAMMALS 


N ordinary deer the antlers are 
as transient as the leaves of the 
forest. ‘They drop off and there 
is a new growth the next year. 

The second antler has a stem and one 
branch or tine, and a new tine is 
added each} successive year until the 
stag reaches maturity, after which the 
antier growth becomes irregular. ¢ 
The shedding of the antlers is an 


extraordinary process. It is prepared 


for from the start by automatic ar- 
rangements which cut off the supply 
of blood from the velvet, obliterate 
the internal blood vessels, and form 
at the base a soft tissue which loosens 
the organic connections between the 
dead antler and the living pedicle. _ 

The dying away of the base of the 
antler wou be called a disease in 
other animals; it has become mysteri-. 
ously recularized in stags. The whole 
process is extraordinary: the growth 
of a fine “hpad,” perhaps seventy 
pounds in weight, takes place in three 
months—-an expensive utilization of 
matertal called into activity by chemi- 
ca] messengers (hormones) from the 
reproductive organs. The splendid re- 
sult is hardly finished before opera- 
tions begin for its being shed! And, 
after all, the antlers do not seem to 
be of much practical importance; they 
are exuberant outcrops of the male's 
virile constitution. Perhaps they have 
their counterpart in the male narwhal’s 
spear. 

Some of the archaic mammals show 
a remarkable development of armor. 
The armadilles are unique in having a 
bony skin skeleton which is almost in- 
vulnerable, especially when the animal 
rolls itself up, thanks to the flexible 
rings in the armor, into an unopenabie 
ball. 


=: 
Sex Dimorphism. 

The contrasts between lion and 
lioness, between stag and hind, are fa- 
miliar. They illustrate what is tech- 
niecally called sex dimorphism—that is, 
a marked structural difference between 
male and female. The contrasted char- 
acters are called |secondary sex char- 
acters, to distinguish them from pri- 
mary sex characters, which have to do 
more or less directly with the repro- 
itself. The males 
are sometimes equipped with decora- 
tions—the manes of the lion and the 
bison, the beards of certain goats, the 
crests along the backs of some ante 
lopes, and the dewlaps of bulls. Or 
they may have weapons which are 
either absent in the females or repre 
sented in less exuberant development.

Similarily, the founda- 
tions of milk glands are part of the in- 
heritance of both sexes, but normally 
their development is restricted to the 
female. There are items in the inheri- 
tance of both sexes which are like 
seeds requiring particular kinds of soil } 
if they are to develop. The maie.char- 
acter of antlers or of shaggy mane 
requires a masculihe constitution (in- 
cluding the presence or absence of cer- 
tain hormones) if itis to develop. This 
leads to the view that the secondary 
sex characters are in their origin 
bound up with the primary differences 
of constitution implied in maleness 
(sperm-producing) and femaleness (egg- 
producing), respectively. 

All theory apart, we return to the 
facts: (1) that the male mammal is 
often markedly different from his 
mate, (2) that there are often fierce 
combats between rival males, and (3) 
that in certain cases the females seem 
to show a certain preference, being 
apparently more excited by some males 
than by others. It is probably the total 
get-up that counts rather than any in- 
Gividual item such as an extra long 
beard. The combats of rival stags are 
sometimes furious, and the antlers are 
occasionally interlocked with fatal re 
sults to boath combatants. A male 
antelope sometimes punishes an up- 
start youngster so severely that the 
blood flows from many wounds.

OME mamma's are monogamous, 

others polygamous, and others 

promiscuous. The monogamous 

forms include the. chimpanzee, 
the tarsius specter, the hedgehog, the 
elephant shrew (rhynchocyon), the pan- 
golin, some antelopes and small deer, 
and the bandicoot (Perameles obesula). 
The polygamous forms include most 
deer and antelopes, wild cattle and 
horses, sea lions, and elephants. Not 
infrequently the males live by them- 
selves except at the breeding season, 
as in ths case of elephants and stags. 
An experienced old female leads the 
hinds and the young; a male in his 
prime leads the stags. Where the pair 
do not live together throughout the 
year and where the care of the family

have not much meaning. There is pair- 
ing rather than mating. A female 
mamma: may pair with one ‘male one 
year and with another next year, or 
with several in one year. But our 
knowledge ot these matters is sadly 
lacking in precision. It has to be re 
membered that in most cases the pair- 
ing time is sharply punctuated and 
of short duration. 

Some young mammals are born very 
helpless—blind, naked, and with little 
power of movement. This implies some 
sort of seclusion or shelter, such as a 
burrow or a nest, as in fox and squir- 
rel, respectively. In the case of the 
rabbit there are both, for the mother 
makes a bed of her own fur. During 
the very helpless infancy the mother 
mainmal is assiduous beyond telling. 
In some cases, after a period of suck- 
fing, the mother brings animal food 
to her young ones, and that food is 
not always dead. For the education 
has to begin . early The play of the 
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kitten (and even of the cat) with the 
mouse is doubtless wrapped up with 
the business of early education. 

In some cases the young ones are 
carried sbout by the mother. Refer- 
ence has already been made to the 
marsupials, but there are other in- 
stances. A mother hippopotamus is 
sometimes seen in the Nile with a calf 
astride ber short neck; the young are 
precocious, and the mothers very af- 
fectionate. Many monkeys carry their 
babies about with them among the 
branches, and so does the quaint tar- 
sius, which belongs to the order of 
lemurs. Among bats the young one 
is carried by the mother as she flies, 
and the holding on is. assisted by the 
front teeth, which grip the rough hairs. 
On a somewhat different line are the 
cases where the mother takes a young 
one in ker mouth and transports it to 
a place of sufety. This is familiar In 
the case of a cat and her kittens, but 
the squirrel may also shift her young 
when danger threatens.
